Caller stated that $15,000 exchanged hands. Caller then stated - 
that ALEXANDER still has the remaining four copies. 

Caller stated that Assistant DA JI M^&OWIE was present 
during the meeting in the County Jail betweeif' JACK RUBY and Chief 
Justice EARL wArjrjsn. After the meeting, BOWIE submitted e report^ 
to DA V HENRY Caller stated ALEXANDER got hold of a copy of * 
this repbrt/and furnished it to ,a reporter on "The Dallas Morning

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Caller at thiB point refused to furnish his identity 
or the source of his Information, other than to describe it ss 
highly reliable and then hung up. 
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
